city hall. 

The council realized that new 
quarters were desired. As the prop- 
erty had already been purchased, a 
resolution in favor of the town in- 
curring indebtedness to construct a 
building was adopted November 30, 
1926, but it was not until Septem- 
ber 13, 1928 that bonds in the a-
